Office weather-crop 
bulletin for week 


ending July 10, states that during the 
week tho weather has been warmer than 
usual, except in tho Quit States, North- 
ern Now England and on the Pacific 
coaat, the average daily excess ranging 
from 8 to 8 degrees from the Middle At- 
lantic States westward to the Rocky 
mountains 
It has boon slightly cooler 


than usual in tho cotton region, and on 
the Pacific coast, and the dully average 
was from 8 to 8 degrees bolow tho 
normal 
Tho average tiaily tcmporatuie 


for tho season from January 1 to July 16, 
1887, differs but slightly from tho normal 
in tho agricultural districts, tbero being 
a daily excess of about 1 degree in tho 
Mississippi, Ohio and Missouri 
val- 


leys 
Tho season has 
boon slightly 


cooler than usual on tho South Atlantic 
coast, nnd from Lake Supeuor westward 
to tho Pacific const 


During tho wook thore has been a de- 


ficiency in rain generally throughout all 
agricultural districts oast of tho Rocky 
mountains, except in Minnesota, Northern 
Wisconsin, Colorado and Eastern Dakota, 
whore slight excesses aie lep'oited 
The 


rainfall has also boon slightly in excess 
at stations on tho Now England coast In 
the cotton region moio than one-half tho 
usual amount of rainfall occuired, wliilo 
in tho corn and tobacco legions slightly 
less than ono-half the usual amount is ic 
polled 
Tho largo seasonal dclineiiLV of 


rainfall previously ropoitod in tho cotton 
region and In tho Btntos of the upper 
Mississippi and lower Missouii valleys, 
has boon still fuithor increased during 
tho past wook, ind it now ranges from 10 
to 17 Inches in tho cotton i oginn and fiom 
8 to 10 Inches in Illinois nnd Iowa 


Koports rocolvod duiing tho wool! indi- 


cate that tho woathor has b'een favorable 
for tho cotton ci op in tho eastern nnd con- 
ti a! portions of tho cotton region, but in 
sections of tho Lower Mississippi valley 
conditions aio varied, some sections re 
porting that more tain is needed, while 
others report that excessive lamsand 
low temperatures have affected crops in- 
juriously 
There has been an excess of 


tompoiaturo nnd more than tho usual 
amount of sunshine in tho corn regions, 
nnd those conditions, combined with the 
deficiency of rainfall for tho wcok, have 
probably resulted In some Injuiy to this 
crop 
Local showers have fallen in sec- 


tions of the corn belt, but not over tho 
entire area, and the rain was not In suffl 
oiont quantity 


Tho weather has been favorable for the 


wheat harvest, which has boon genoially 
completed except 
in

Dakota, where it is now in progioss, and 
whore all growing crops wore improved

changes In the Turkish ministry, while 
they mny not roach the extent of a crisis, 
are likely to put an ond lo further nego- 
tiations between England and the Porto 
for some time to ronie. It seems that all 
through the discussion of the Egyptian 
treaty the labors of Sir Henry Drum- 
mond Wolff wore hampered bv the oppo- 
sition of certain members of the Turkish 
cabinet, and it was only at the earnest 
solicitation of their colleagues that thoy 
were Induced to refrain from putting 
such obstacles In tho way of the negotia- 
tions as would have been tantamount to a 
gratuitous Insult to the British special 
commissioner. By 
some persons who 


claim lo be well informed upon the sub- 
ject, it Is alleged that this opposition was 
Instigated by the Sultan himself, but oth- 
ers assort that although the Sultan may 
have tacitly encouraged the action of the 
hostile ministers, he did not go to the ex- 
treme of causing them so to act. Person- 
ally, it is believed, the Sultan Is In favor 
of a treatv with England defining the 
status of Egypt and the powers of Great 
Britain and the Porte in governing and 
protecting that country upon lines similar 
to those upon which the lately formulated 
agreement wus bused, but he, at an early 
stage of the negotiations, discovered that 
there was a strong feeling against such a 
convention, und it Is pretty well known 
that ho did not cure to oppose It too 
obstinately. Other considerations, how- 
ever, 
entered Dinto the matter at a

Iv convinced that he would better allow 
the convention to die ,1 natural ilontli. 
The Bultan's wish that Sir Henry Drum- 
mond Wolff would delay his departure 
from Constantinople is not believed to be 
due to a desire to reopen negotiations, but 
simply to ward off an open rupture with 
England as long as possible, or at least 
until tho imminent ministerial Iroublai 
ire settled.

Public Works. The eighty-eight counties 
will be represented by 03$ delegates, and 
nearly that number of alternates will al- 
so be in attendance.
